ONE MAN GOVEKNMr.Nl IN SKW YOKK.

There is something grimly grotesque in 
the pretence of Tammany Hail to be a “do. 
mocratic"Organization. If Thomas .lefft-r- 
son could rise from the grave and hear such 
a socioty call him ite patron saint without 
being hooted down by tile public as a 
“fraud,” he would think the world had 
been turned into a madhouse. The boss of 
Tammany Hall is sitting in his oflice in 
fourteenth street in appearance a plain 
and most private citizen.

The purse of the nation is longer and 
wider than that of ainglo Individuals, 
and it is only whenvtho organization’s 
money is arrested or stayed in passing 
from hand to hand that the private in¬ 
dividual has much chance of success. 
This has happened and will do so 
again. To hold the Conservative 
forces together requires money, not 
only to reward the voters, but the 
leaders must bo well l aid. Toryism in 
Canada derives its strength from four 
sources, the cohesion of plunder, the 
terrorism of the custom house and its 
myrmidons, which .4111 import* r must 
conciliate or go under ; the party cry ; 
and the wide diversity of opinions 
existing among its political opponents. 
Very little money is contributed to the 
Tory campaign funds from private 
beneficence, or from zeal in the party’s 
cause or conviction that its princles 
are correct. The recent revelations at 
Ottawa have shown whuin the sort of 
people? are who contribute to Tory 
election funds. Contractors ami thost* 
who are making fortunes out of the 
protection given them muter tint Na¬ 
tional Policy tire the givers, simply 
because if the Tory party did not 
triumph and rule their own largo gains 
would be in jeopardy. How much 
longer the people- the “sovereign” 
people will allow themselves to he 
purchased with their own money, it is 
hard to say. There are somo protests 
iu tjie Tory' ranks against the most 
glaring “robberies” of the National 
Policy' ; but there is noyeueral move- 
merit towards freedom. The promise 
about the “mouldering branches” 
means just as much as the “loyalty 
cry.” Both are merely intended to 
amuse the ignorant Tory. It. is like 
giving the child anew l oy to keep it 
quiet and amuse it. 

How has the mighty fallen, may lie 
truly said of DeLossepfl, The hero of 
the Suez canal is the criminal of the 
Panama scheme He has been sen¬ 
tenced to live years imprisonment for 
V>articipution in the corruption of 
French Deputies'. Sinner* in high 
places *lo not escape so easily in France 
as in some countries. 

The duty of the Liberals is. plainly, 
to keep the difference between true and 
false tariff reform clearly and constant¬ 
ly' defined. Already one Conservative 
journal The Richmond Guardian— 
referring to Mr. Cleveland’s motion to 
repeal the duty on coal oil, Mr. Pope’s 
to put Western corn cm the free list, 
and Mr. Devin's with regard to binder 
twine, etc., says“The Conservatives 
are evidently forestalling the Liberals 
an tariff reform.” It is, perhaps, use¬ 
less to remind The Guardian that the 
Liberals “forestalled” the Conservative 
with regard to theso very articles at 
evory session during the last few 
years, and that they were rigidly 
voted down by onr protectionist tariff 
reformers.

HOME RULE BILL. 

A Masterly Speech By 
Gladstone. 

IRELAND'S RIGHTS DECLAIMED. 


To Bo Represented In Imperial 
s Councils.

London, Feb. 14.—Mr. Gladstone is in 
admirable form and looking forward with 
pleasure to the exertion of the day. He 
•dept well during the night and began work 
at 9..'10 a.m. yesterday, (insisted by his 
secretaries. From early morning the scene 
in the I’alace Yard, Westminster, was of the 
most animated description,groups of people 
assembling to watph the arrival of members. 
At 9 o’clock a ^timber of representatives 
of the Irish cause were at the door of the 
House, and by 10 00 members were waiting 
for admission. When noon arrived the 
inner lobby was packed with members and 
tho approaches were crowded, and when 
the doors opuiied thoro was u disorderly 
rush for scats, tho members shouting 
and struggling like a mob of excursionists, 
several being thrown to the Hoar in the 
excitement. The veteran Caleb Wright, 
Liberal M.P. for Southwest Lancashire, 
who is 82 years of age, fell in tho doorway 
and was trampled upon, but John Burns, 
M.P. for Battersea, rescued him. 'Mean¬ 
time the struggle for entrance grew more 
exciting, and cries could be heard of “Keep 
hack !” “Don’t kick!” and other exclama¬ 
tions of a more emphatic character. Mr. 
Gladstone entered tnc Houso at 3..30 o'clock. 
Kvery Liberal and Irish Nationalist in the 
House stood up. When Mr. Gladsto'ho 


within reasonable distance of it. If j here 
be anything in the gre*t principle of self- 
government, which, if it be a reality,,haver j 
can work except through the mdkliinery 
and bv the laws of representation, at any 
rate the voice of the Irish people, th«l per¬ 
sistency of the Irish people in delivering 
that voice and the peaceful constitutional 
circumstancos under which it has been 
livored— [Ministerial cheers and Oppositi 
laughter]—constitute a greatfact in history. 

“It is said, and I admit with truth, that 
Ireland is not a united country. I don’t 
deny that tho division which exittf is A fact 
of great moment. In truth, were Ireland 
uuited, anything that can render Ireland 
formidable would become much more for¬ 
midable. Were Ireland united all opposi¬ 
tion would vanish as a shadow. [Hear,near.] 
Ireland is not united in the sense thnfin 
one portion of the country not a mero ma¬ 
jority of the higher classes but a consider- 
able popular feeling is opposed to the pre¬ 
sent national movement. I will not attempt 
to measure this numerical strength of the 
minority. It is said by the party opposite 
that the minority in the North of Ireland 
i» arrayed in unaltorablo opposition to 
Home Hule. Unhappy at the success^! 
instigation of those whose plot it was to 
divide tho people of Ireland when they 
were united at the close of the last 
century through the medium mainly 
of Oiange lodges and through religious 
animosity, there was an alteration of feel¬ 
ing, but tho Protestants of Ireland, during 
the period ot the independent Irish Parlia¬ 
ment, were themselves not only willing, but 
zealous, onthusiastic supporters of Irish 
nationality. Inasmuch as their political 
life was at that period more highly de¬ 
veloped they led on the Roman Catholio 
population in the political movement which 
distinguished that period. [Cheers.] 

“This is written broadcast upon the his¬ 
tory of the time. Genuine national senti¬ 
ment iu the sense of national unity had at 
one time prevailed among North of Ireland 
Protestants. We who have seen them 
alter, not through their own fault, are not 
ready to be persuaded that they will not 
alter back again to the sentiment of their 
own ancestors—[cheers]—and with theirown 
blood and their own people form one, in 
noble, glorious unity.” 

Alluding to English feeling toward Irish 
Home Rule Mr. Gladstone said he would 
refrain from urging that England would 
find horself exhausted, her work made itn- 

S racti cable by resistance to Iriah demands. 
\o could well conceive England maintain- 


newly exercised, and thee probably there 
will be a great deal to do. We therefore 
leave the number at 103 and wo fix the 
term at five years. Weleuve the constitu¬ 
ency as it is now. WX 

Next, as to the legislative council, >ir. 
Gladstone sa\d he did not think they 
would have been warranted without some 
strong necessity in establishing the system 
of a single chamber; but in Ireland, he 
ndiled, far from finding any such necessity, 
v look to the Legislative Council as en¬ 
abling us to meet the expectation that we 
shall give to the minority some means of 
fn-or uutVfulTer consideration of its view*. 

The nekt thing is shall the Legislative 
Council b\ nominated or fleeted? We 
conclusion that a nominated 
council wou d be a weak council. [Mini¬ 
sterial cheets.] If it should be made weak 
the counc 1 would probably enjoy 
a very hhort term of existenoe. 
We, therefore, prppoae an eleotive 
council, believing it to be the only form 
wherein we can give any great force to the 
vitality of khe institution. 

Well,-then, how do we differentiate this 
council from that popular assembly ? Ws 
propose to fix the number at 48, with an 
eight yoars’uerm of office, tho term of the 
popular assembly being loss. We then 
constitute a new constituency.

Then there la 
no pronfion in the bilk making the legisla¬ 
tive council alterable hA Irish acta 
Regarding the legislative assembly, these 
103 members must boiolecled for Irish 
legislative business by ' constituencies in 
Ireland. ^ 

We make these provisions In regard to 
the assembly alterable in respect to electors 
and constituencies after six years, bpt in 
altering constituencies the powsr of this 
assembly will be limited by the declaratory 
act to the effect that due regard must be • 
had to distribution of population. 

The bill must include a provision for 
meeting what is called a deadlock. In a 
case where a bill has been adop**d by the 
Assembly more than once and wht.v there 
is an interval of two years between the two 
adoptions or a dissolution of Parliament, 
then upon its second adoption the two

Mr. Gladstone spoke as follows in aolsar, 
wbvoitfl, v.tuL c^i.yjuuit voice: "I may without 
impropriety ,romind the House that the 
voices which usually nttfndod the cause of 
Irish self-government in Irish affairs have 
within these walls during tho last seven 
years been almost entirely mute, I return 
therefore to the period of 1HS6 when a pro¬ 
position of this kind was submitted on the 
part of the Government of the day, and I 
beg to remind the House of the position 
then tnken up by all tho promoters of these 
measures. We said that we had arrived at 
a point in our transactions with Ireland 
where tho two roads parted. You have, wo 
said, to chouse one or the other. One is the 
way of Irish autonomy according to the 
conceptions I have just referred to; the 
othoi is tho way of coercion. 'ITiat is our 
contention. It will ho the recollection of 
tho House how that contention was most 
stoutly and largely denied. It was said 
over uud over again by many monibors op¬ 
posite, ‘We arc not eoereionists ; wo do 
not adopt, that alternative, and neither can 
wo adopt it.’ [Ministerial cheers. J 

“That assertion of theirs was undoubtedly 
sustained by tho proposal*,Tttpcciully from 
the dissentient Liberals, of various plans 
dealing with Irish affairs. Those plans, 
though they fell entirely short in principle 
and in scope of Irish self-government, yet 
were of no trivial or mean importance. 
They went far beyond what had heretofore 
been usually proposed in tlio wny of local 
self-government for Ireland. Well, what 
has been the result of tho dilemma as it 
was then put forward on this sido of the 
House and repelled by the other? Has our 
contention that the choice lay between 
autonomy and coercion been justified or 
not? [Liberal cheers.] 

“What has become of each and all of 
these important schemes for giving Ireland 
self-government in provinces, and giving 
her even a central establishment in Dublin 
with limited powers? All vanishes into 
thin air, but tho reality remains. The 
roads were still there—autonomy or coer¬ 
cion. The choice lay between thf’ii, and tho 
choice made was to repel autonomy and 
embrace coercion. 

“You cannot always follow coercion in an 
absolutely uniform method. In 1888 for 
the first time coercion wus imposed on Ire¬ 
land in tho shape of n permanent law' 
added to the statute book. This stato of 
things sonstituted an offending against the 
harmony and traditions of self-government. 
It was a distinct and violent breach of the 
promise on tho faith of which tic ion was 
obtained. That permanent ''ye ceim of re¬ 
pression inflicted upon tho country a state 
of things which could not continue to ex¬ 
ist. It was impossible to bring the in¬ 
habitants of the country under coercion 
into sympathy with the coercive power.” 

Mr. Gladstone proceeded to debate at 
length upon the circumstances under which 
the Act of Union was passed, tho promise of 
equality in tho laws and of commercial 
equality under which union was effected. 
It wus then prophesied confidentially, ho 
said, that Irishmen would take their places 
in the Cabinet of the United Kingdom, hut 
it had boon his honored destiny to sit in 
Cabinets with no less than (K) to 70 states¬ 
men of whom only one—tho Duke of Well¬ 
ington—wus an Irishman, while Castle- 
reagh was the only other Irishman who had 
sat in tho Cabinet, since the union. Pitt 
promised equal laws when the union was 
formed, but the broken promises made to 
Ireland were unhappily written in indelible 
characters in tho history of the country. 

“Coming to 1832, when the resurrection of 
the people began and thence down to 1880, 
Ireland could present hero only a small 
minority in favor of restoring to her some¬ 
thing in tho nuture of constitutional rights 
and practical self-government. It is lo me 
astonishing that so little weight is attached 
by many to the fact that before 1880, be¬ 
fore 188.") in fact, Irish wishes tor self-gov¬ 
ernment were represented only by a small 
minority. Since 1.88.7, when the wide ex¬ 
tension of the francoise wm protected by 
secret bailor, Ireland's position ban been im¬ 
proved in Purliaineut. In 1880 'hero were 
8.7 Nationalists, or nuwq than five-eighths, 
[Cheers.] They have been reduced from 85 
to 80 under circumstances somewhat 
peculiar—[hear, bear]—ami 1 must frankly 
own, to myself among other*, for reasons 
totally and absolutely unintelligible. [Loud 
cheers. ] 

“Let us look at the statu of the case us it 
now stands. There aro but HO out of 101, 
that is to say, the wishes of Ireland for 
Irish self-government in Irish matters are 
represented only by four-fifths, [ Laughter.] 
Honorable gentlemen u*«m to have no 
respect for such a majority as that. Do 
they recollect, Kir, that never m England 
has there been su b a majority? [Cheers.]

The bill, if he did, 
would probably bewilder his hearers, he 
would rather suck to presont the salient 
i points, hoping to leave a living impression 
on the minds and memories of his hearers; 

I ho begged them to wait and consult the bill 
I itself, which he hoped would soon he in 
I their bands. It would he remembered that 
! the bill of 1886 laid down five propositions 
us cardinal principles to which ho had en- 
| dcavored to closely adhere. Change there 
was, hut not a trenchant change from the 
principles ot 1886. The object of tho bill 
remained, as in 1886, to establish a legisla¬ 
tive body in^hiblin for the conduct of both 
legislation and administration in Irish as 
distinct from Imperial affairs. [Cheers.] 
The limiting conditions which were then ob¬ 
served and have since, so far as we were able 
j to do so, been sedulously and closely served 
were those : We were to do nothing 
inconsistent with Imperial unity. Of this I 
will say, whatever our opponents may say, 
that so tar as our convictions and intentions 
are concerned, they would be but feebly 
, stated by being couched in the declaration 
that we do not mean to impair it. We 
wish to strengthen it. [Cheers.] We wish 
to give it greater intensity than it has ever 
| yet possessed. 

i First, then, Imperial unity is observed 
; and the equality of all is observed. 

Secondly, Tho equity of all the kingdoms 1 
| would be borne in mind; and thirdly, there 
would bo equitable reparation of Imperial 
charges. 

! Fourthly, Any and every practicable 
I provision for the protection of minorities 
would bo iucluded. The plan proposed 
ought to bo such as to presort the necessary 
! characteristics of a real and contented 
settlement. In the first place we have 
made it a desire to meet what we thought 
was no unreasonable demand for express 
mention of the supremacy of the Im¬ 
perial Parliament. There were two methods 
in which that might be done : 
it might be done by clauses; it 
might be done in the preamble. We 
have chosen the preamble as the worthier 
and better, for if it were done by clause it 
would bo too mush in the character of a 
mere enactment. It is not necessary to say 
many words for such a purpose. 

1 Our words are, “Whereas it is expedient 
without impairing or restricting the su- 
I preme authority of Parliament.” And then 
j the preamble goes on to declare the creation | 
of an Irish legislature. With reference to 
| tho charge, frequently with good faith made 
against us, that we are destroying the Act 
of Union, I wish to challenge enquiry upon 
this fundamental point. What is the es¬ 
sence of the Act of Union? [Hear, hear.] 
That essence is to be appreciated by com-' 
paring the condition of things found in 
the country boforo 1800 with the condi¬ 
tion of things now subsisting in Kngland. 
Before 1800 we had two sovereignties in the 
country. Ono of these was collectively 
lodged in the King, the Houses of Lords 
ami Commons of Ireland. 

Tliero was no more right in a true his¬ 
torical and legal sense in the sovereignty 
residing in Great Britain to interference 
with the sovereignty of Ireland than there 
was in the sovereignty of Ireland to inter¬ 
fere with the sovereignty of Kngland. This 
hill respects and maintains ithese rights of 
sovereignty equally throughout the entire 
range of the three kingdoms. 

Then, coming to exclusive powers, we 
retain the Viceroyalty of Ireland, but we 
divest it of the party character heretofore 
borne by making the appointment run six 
years, subject to the revoking power of the 
Crown. Then also the post is freed from 
all religious disability. [Cheers.] 

Thon comes a clause which may be con¬ 
sidered formal, although it is of great im¬ 
portance, providing for the fpll devolution 
of executive power from the sovereign 
upon tho Viceroy. 

Then comes an important provision for 
the appointment of an Executive Commit¬ 
tee of the Privy Council of Ireland. Ws 
proposo to make this an Executive Council 
for the ordinary affairs of Cabinet of Vice¬ 
roy. Tho question arises, shall there be 
any Legislative Council? All decided that 
there ought to be such a council. It -has 
appeared to us to be highly inconvenient to 
alter tho numbers of the Legislative As¬ 
sembly. 

If we wero to increase the number we do 
not know what the inorease ought to be. 
If we were to reduce it we run serious risks 
of causing practical inconvenience in Dub- 
lin, especially at the time when the fuao- 
tions of internal government come to be

This judicial con.mitte# is bow raoogniff d 
by us as the only approach ws can make to 
the Supreme Court of tie United Sutos. 
In composing this judicial commftise due 
regard must be had to the different elements 
of nationality. [Cheers.] We have not 
apprehended any difficulty fliers. 

Other claunos provide for the se¬ 
curity of the emoluments of existing 
judges and officers generally. Then there 
is a clause intended to correspond with the 
colonial validity law, the effect of which is 
that if the Irish Legislature should pass 
any act in any way contrary to acts of the 
Imperial Parliament, such law shall bs 
good except in so .far aa it is contrary to 
the Imperial enactment. Two exchequer 
judges shall .bo appointed under the au¬ 
thority of tho crown, mainly for financial 
business. Besides the exchequer judges, 
it is provided that for six years all judges 
shall bo appointed us now. 

We do not reserve for the Imperial Par¬ 
liament tiie power to fix emoluments. 
These wi[J be fixed in Ireland and the 
effect will be to establish a joint control o 
these appointments. 

The month of September is probably tHa 
most convenient month for the assembly to 
meet. Therefore, a clause provides that it 
shall meet on the first Tuesday in Septem¬ 
ber. [Prolonged Irish cheers. ] 

Ccrrtuin clauses secure the initiative in re¬ 
gard to money bills to the assembly. 

We are now coming to tho important 
question of constabulary. We propose a 
gradual reduction and the ultimate disso¬ 
lution or disappearance of that force, with 
the discharge of every obligation towards 
them in such a way as will not adversely 
affect the interests ot that hcuorable force. 
During the period of trar,sitirt» they are to 
be under the control of the Viceroy. It is 
contemplated they will be replaced by a 
force owing existence to Irfch authorities 
in local areas. 

Ou the important subject of the 
retention of Irish members .n the Imperial 
Parliament I do * not regard and 
never have regarded it aa teaching what are 
sometimes called the fine jVinciples of the 
bill. It is not included in my one of them, 
but whether it be a Drincii'e or whether it 
be not, ther# is no qu«stioi!that it is a very 
weighty and organic deail which cuts 
rather deep in some reepece into the com¬ 
position of the bill. T)ere are strong 
arguments which may be dleged in defence 
of the retention of Irish irsmbers in Parlia¬ 
ment, but there is me argument I 
must put aside as a most d&ngoroua 
argument and in itself uite untenable— 
the argument of thos*' who say unless 
you retain the Irish members there is no 
parliamentary supremacy over Ireland. I 
entirely decline to admitlhat argument. I 
say that if you do admilfit at a stroke you 
shatter parliamentary upremocy in this 
countro. Although I di not at all admit 
that jparliamentary supremacy depends 
upon tne retention of Iran members, I yet 
quite admit that the retention of Irish 
msmbsrs has grsat protical importance, 
because it visibly f exhihts that supremacy 
in a manner intelligible jo the people. 

Retention involves t\o points, first, as ia 
number, and secondly, E* to voting power. 

Now, as to the j rat question, that 
of numbers. Is IrefcnA to be fully 
represented in the Ifuse? [Hear, hear.] 
Well, probably the feting will be in favor 
of the affirmative, fhen arises another 
difficulty, What Is'fjll representation for 
Ireland?

There ought toi>e a general determin¬ 
ation to interpret] full representation as 
meaning represenUton according to exist¬ 
ing population. ^ caking of full represen¬ 
tation then, I impf that the representation 
in the House froif, Ireland would be com¬ 
posed of 80 Irish igentlsmsu. Of course it 
follows that then would have to be an 
eleotion.

My colleagues found themselves not wel| 
nl»lq to /face a contingency of th at kij jj' 
ts Tliov ifsorted in the bill limitations on the 
Jt voting iow«r of the Irish members to exclude 
theih: jI) from voting on a bill or motion 
rxpiealy confined to Great Britain; second, 
from zoiing on n tnx not levied upon Ire¬ 
land;‘bird, from voting on a vote or appro- 
iiriajHm of money otherwise thnn for the 
Impur.nl service; fourth, from voting on 
nny notion or resolution exclusively affect¬ 
ing CYcnt Britain. 

Tie who’c subject is full of thorns and 
brnnblcs, but our object is the autonomy 
aid self-government of Ireland in all mat- 
Ur*,properly Irish. The Irish people cor- 
Miuly did no* raise the difficulty 40 which 
I have just alluded—the retention of Irish 
I members in the House. This is a second- 
j ary matter in their eyes and ought not to 
I interfere with the principal aim. In face 
>f feeling that a shade of uncertainty still 
hangs over the question of retention of the 
Irish members, we have affixed to the para¬ 
graph concerning tills question the words: 
“Excepting ana until Pailiamcnt shall 
determine the coming financial legislation.” 
I wish to supply the keynote t<* the finan¬ 
cial part of the legislation. That keynote 
is ta bo found in the provision included in 
our plans from the first, and wisely and 
generously acceded to by Ireland through 
her representatives, that there is 
to be but one system of legislation 
for all the kingdoms, as far as external 
things are concerned, that will bo found to 
cnUil vory important consequences. 

It lias guided us to the conclusion nt 
which we have arrived, of ^pity of the 
commercial legislation for the three king¬ 
doms. This includes customs and excise 
duties, postoffice and telegraphs. By 
adopting this keynote wo can attain to the 
most valuable results and will be likely to 
avoid the clashing friction of agents of the 
Imperial and agents of the Irish Govern¬ 
ments. We can make under cover of this 
proposal a larger and more liberal transfer 
to Ireland in the management of her own 
affairs than we could make if we proceeded 
on any other principle. We hope to es¬ 
cape in this way all collection in the in¬ 
terior of Ireland of any reveuue whatever 
by Imperial authority. The principle to 
which we are bound to give effect in Ireland 
is, Ireland has to bear a fair share of the 
Imperial expenditure. [Hear, hear.] 

The word “imperial” is defined in the 
schedule which gives tbe list of 
Imperial burdens. There are three 
modes in which this fair share mav be ap¬ 
portioned. The first method is the lump 
sum payment&dopted in 1880. This method, 
we thought, should disappear naturally 
from the new bill, for through the reten¬ 
tion of Irish representation here Irish mem 
bers will vote the Imperial expenditures. 
Consequently, it would seem strange under 
these circumstances to revert to the method 
of a lump sum. , 

Another method is what may simply be 
described as the method of a quota— 
that is to say that Ireland shall 
pay six per cent, or five por cent, 
or 4 per cent, on what you please of the 
Imperial expenditure, which shall be taken 
out of the common fund. She will bo 
debited to that extent, and will have to 
pay it over from her own account to onrs. 
if you fix the quota, and the quota is abso¬ 
lutely elastic, should the Imperial expendi¬ 
tures swell, the principle of the quota would 
still secure the relative share to be contri¬ 
buted by Ireland. * 

But there is a third method, which one 
wo adopt, that of deducting from the Irish 
revenues the amount due England. There is 
one of these revenues to which the greatest 
difficulty adheres. When explainiag the 
f subject in 1880 I pointed out that there 
f was a large revenue locally received in Ire- 
\ land, but really belonging to Great Britain. 
The principal of that revenue was within 
tbs excise department. With the advan¬ 
tage of the consideration which the inland 
revenue department has had since the 
former plan was produosd, we got rid of 
the.difficulty altogether as far as the inland 
revenue is concerned. We provide that 
revenue levied in Ireland shall be' 
revenue really belonging to Ireland, that Is 
revenue from goods consumed in Ireland. 
It is not so with the Customs. With tbs 
Customs there is a large debt from Ireland 
to this country. It is not so large m is 
involved in the case of excise, but »*Jl it 
comes up to several hundred thousands. If 
we adopted the method of a quota we 
should expose Irish finance to large and in-

On the credit sido would appear oxcise, 

£ 8 , 220 , 000 ; taxation, which goes over 
stamps, income tax, excise license, which 
are £1,405,000; postal revenue, €740,000; 

Crown lands, £65,000; miscellaneous, 

£140,000, making a total of £5,000,000. 

On the other side, Ireland takes 
over the whole of the civil charges 
with tho exception of the consta¬ 
bulary charges of £3,110,000, inland 
revenues £ 100 , 000 , and postal service 
£700,000. 

We propose that Ireland shall take part 
of the constabulary charges amounting to 
£1,000,000. This would bring the Irish 
charges to £5,260,000. We propose that 
she shall receive against that the items I 
have put to her credit amounting to £&,■ 

060,01X1. Thus she will have a clear surplus 
of £500,000 with which to start on her 
mission. 

I would ask you to contrast the pre¬ 
sent condition of tho Irish people 
with what it was at. tho time of 
Swift when tho Irish ascendancy Par¬ 
liament begged to be ndmitted to the 
British Parliament and was refused, or with 
what it was at the beginning of tho cen¬ 
tury immediately after fhe union when 
Irish voters were trooped to the polls for 
the simplo purpose of recording their votes 
in order to return luixKPrds to Parliament. 

We have concluded that we have bofore 
us now a different state of things. Ireland 
has on her side tho meipory of vast vio- 
lories earned by the sweat of labor, but 
really earned and recorded on her behalf. 

Ireland has mighty sympathies. She requires 
this larger ana stronger island. She has ob¬ 
tained tho suffrage of Scotland and tho 
suffrage of Wales, and in the short space of 
seven years she has changed a majority of 
more than 200 against her in England to 
one-third that number. 

She was stinted in franchise and means 
of representation. Now sho possesses a 
most extended franchise with most perfect 
protection. Her remaining objects she has 
not yet attained to, but she looks forward 
to ths attainment of them with more means 
in her hands. 

One other source of strength she 
has—the moderation of her demands. 

[Hear, hear.] She has ever since 
1880, if not before, but unequivo¬ 
cally and nationally since abandoued^he 
whole argument that perhaps she was en¬ 
titled to mako en the subject of the Act of 
Union. She has asked you to save for 
yourselves every Imperial power. She has 
consented to accept the House of Commons 
and the universal supremacy of the Empire 
In return she has asked you only that she 
Have the management of her own affairs, 
which reason and justice, combined with 
the voico of her people, I hope, will sooq 
move this nation to say soon shall bo award¬ 
ed her. 

If this is to bn the end of the matter I 
think dispassionute men would say, tho 
sooner ended the better; tho sooner w« 
stamp the seal which will efface all former 
animosities and open the ora of peuoe and 
good will, tbe sooner done the bettor. 

But these are mailers which human 
vision is hardly equal to penetrating. I 
must say, however, for iny own part, that 
I never will and never can bt< a party to bo. 
que&thing to my country tht» continuance ot 
this heritage ot discord which has been 
handad down from generation to generation 
with hardly momentary interruption through 
seven centuries—I his heritage of discord 
with all the evils that follow in its train. 

I wish no part nor lot in that procesa.
